A heating apparatus called a "stulm" 
(stovei was widely used among the 
higher class of Romans before tbe be- 
gianlog of the Christian era. This 
class of heaters was fixed and Immova- 
ble, besides Ixjing in several other re- 
spects wholly different from tjie mod- 
ern stove. • In Cermany and ScandbM- 
via they were used in bathrooms and 
hothotises duriuir the middle ages. 
They were usually vonstrncted of brick, 
stone or tile and were of immeoae size. ^ 
Tbey sometimes corered tbe whole: 
side of a twenty or thirty foot room ' 
and often extended out into the room] 
as much as ten feet.
